Nevertheless, while ihcsecunaiilcratioini 
ill some degree nliate tht- mi favours hlc nu- 
preesion ercalerl by tlie drtccliuu ni so 
many abuses under the Bounty Svsiem, 
your ('..mnuttce still feel, after evi-rv 
«llowancc has been made, that tliere re- 
mains evidence of iiujiruprieties which can 
•carrely he apnkcn of in terms of ton 
great severity, Tlie disposition to resort 
tasueh practices cannot hut he checked 
by the numerous examples of scvctc |w- 
cuniary luss luataiued by the charterers nf 
Emigration slups. through the refusal of 
the Isoiinties in all cases where abuses 
have been discovered : and thin community- 
is under the derpest obligations to the 
Eseriitivr Gorcvmneni for it.s firmness in 
imposing those ptiallits. Should that 
check however prove intuHii'tcnt, and if 
no other can he devised to prevent the rr- 
currence fit' sysfeiuntiv cleceplinns, and to

Upon examination It will appear, that 
Ihc present foTm uf certificate, even with 
the cherks devised by the Ca onial Uud 
and Etnigration roitimitsirnirrs, is ev- 
iremely del ret in as a security a^sintl 
impostnre. From tbe npiicarauc'e of mnuy 
of those certificates which ban been 
brought under the notice of your Com- 
mittee, a suiiiicion ia c\eited that the 
•Iterations and erasures which they ei- 
hibil have been effected sulxequently to 
their attestation, and with a pur')*™ 
clearly fraudulent. These certificates, it 
appears, are generally plnced iu the hands 
of the Bounty Agents, aficr thr Coin- 
nnssionevs' Aprcnt has finally nuistercil tlie 
parties, and hos certified i hut he sees un 
reason to dnuhl that tbcv are reallv the 
persona dcscribeil. It is therefore plain 
that there exists tie security against the 
■ ilhseqnentiutrolliictlouoffBlseslalemciils, 
and the evidence token before this I :oni- 
liiitlcc affords full proof that some of tlie 
parlies entrusted with the eertilienlrs an- 
no! incapable if such dishonesty. As a 
check ujKPII ihia, it is reeomm elided thnt 
all such certificates shuuld he delivered Ujt 
to the tiovernmeiil Emigration Agrutwhen 
he mitsten the parties i anil that lie, aftet 
hnving signed, transmit them tn the Co- 
lomnl Secretary at Sydney, or to tbe 
Superintendent" at fort I'bil'lin, according 
at the vessel may be chartered for oue or 
the othrr destination. 

Some ijuestion may still f,c raised as In 
the intVty nild ei|jediencv of the Agents of 
1 1 five rn Eiieu I in Euglan.

ID some degree, the privilege of with- 
holding ihe Bounty forauch parties, if their 
ci am hint ion here More the Imniigraliim 
Board should prove unsatisfactory. But 
assuming that audi certificates ace to he 
required, thev cannot dnuhl the proprietv 
of their being an framed us to render thr 
evasion of (hem a matter tjf cvlrcuic dif- 
ficulty : inJ they are uf opinion that Ibis 
end would he promoted hy the adoption 
of I lie a it era i ions now augLrcsted. Wild 
the smie object in view tbcv coiisitler it 
would lie very serviceable il 1 the Otnern- 
incut Emigration Agents were to institute 
such enquiries, as their local ein-uinstances 
would afford them execl.rul opportunities 
to prosecute, rrlative lotbrage, character, 
mid occupation, of every vniigrnnt pro- 
posing to claim a free niissiige on 
llounty : and that it should he stu- 
diously marar pnl, lie, so that the parlies 
uncreated should be fully apprised 
uf the fact, that such enquiries would 
be made, and tbe result stated to 
the Colonial Secretary at Sydney, or to 
the Superintendent at J'ort Phillip, This 
course of proceeding, while it would be 
exempt from even that degree uf implied 
approval whieh the present certifinste, 
however cinalificd \ n L ts terms, may be 
sii|i|iosed to carry, would suggewt valuable 
bints for ei-quiry to the linniigratiuu 
h.»rd i Slut by the augmented dread of 
delcetii.n which it must ioapire, would 
have tlie effect of deterring the liowily 



Agents In England from nttf inidiog, or 
eonniving at any evasimi of the Regula- 
tions, Thp flovemment Emigration 
Agents, resident at the scleral seaports, 
are the (icraons who have the best oppor* 
(unities to detect and liafBe audi unprin- 
cipled attempt s as are proved In have been 
resorted to during tbe past yenr ; and mi 
the |iarl ol' llvose geiitleioi-ii'it lliny \tf re- 
qnired and rvprcteil, that both as" relate* 
In iuvesti.-a1iiig the correct Hess of eertili- 
cales iu favour of thni^rnut.-., and to the 
arrangements lor their health aud comfort 
during 1he voyage, a more active degree. 
of interference shnuld Ire everriwl inan 
I bey appear hitherto to have considered to 
form part of Ihtir duty. 

But the most indispensable improvement 
called for, is in the dcseription nl persons

toward', the passengers a* none but a man 
offirmuetis, tliseretioo, furlwaran.*, and br- 
iirinli>ii.-e, could npjiropristeK lultil It 
was with the desire and eipcclntion of in- 
duvlng incdieid lur n , s f suitable qiiatifien 
lions to ennage in the Kinigratinn service, 
Unit vour t'mnmittee iu Iriflt, iidvised the 
adoption of thai part (among others) ol 
the (inrernnisnt llegulations, which es- 
tnlilistied the jiayiiient of a gratuity to the 
Surgeon for every approved Bounty Irnnii- 
grant landed in the Colony. Their stir, 
piiseund disappointment baVe beeiiequsljy 
excited on discovering that this prorisinu 
has been perverted from its proper design, 
and has gone to awcll Ihe prnUta of the 
Umigrntioti Agents, instead of being ent- 
|,l«red, as was intended, for Ihe better 
protection and management of the Kuii- 
ftrBota during the voyage. This is a point 
of such vital importance to the preservation 
of health, order, and morals, iu the Bounty

means of remedying (be evils, which, in 
the course of the present otlquirv, have 
been brought under their notice as' arising 
from Ihe want of proper Medical Super- 
intendence. They Mievc it to be im- 
quesliounhh., thill Surgeon* of the N'avv 
would he the most proper and efli-Cliv'c 
omcrrs «bo could be ap|>«i'iied t« the 
Superintendoiee of Emigratil vessels. If 
Iheir employment in lhat sen-ice should 
be 5,-iiu tinned by the Lords Commissioners 
nf'tlic Admiralty. yourCumuiillcociitcrtain 
ii frope, that their time, while »0 employed, 
might lie nl lowed In be reekonedas a jieriotl uf 
act I ve sen ice . They a Iso reeom nu ml t h at t he 
pay, allowances, and gratuitiea of surgeons 
so engaged shnuld be on I lie same scale as 
was Ii«v4 iu the Government Immlgrntiuu 
vessels : and that the pay and allowances, 
tin less thin the gratuities, should form a 
charge upon the sum to he issued in pay- 
ment of Bounties for each vessel s end 
that Ihe paymenl slumEd lie direct from 
the Colonial Treasury to the Surgeon, 
without coming at all into the hands of 
the Agent, 

Should il be found impracticable to 
obtain the service* of >'nvnt Surgcfiin, the 
neit most desirable eipcitieni whieh pre- 
sents itself, is ihe pngngriiu in of Surgeons 
who have been prpvi.iiit.lv neeustoiued to 
(he sea, and arc nf sniuible character and 
sge. This would require the establish- 
ment uf Some sutisfsctori test for esctr- 
tainiug the medical skill, aud tbe scarcity 
less important |icrsonal qiialitieations of 
parti, -, seeking the ap|Hiuitmeut now under 
consideration. It is the opinion of your 
Committee, not only that the power nf 
nominating the Surgeon should he alto- 
gether removed from tbe owners or agents 
of the vessel, and transferred to Ihe Cnm- 
misslonrrs fur f blnuial I Juris and Emigrn- 
l:ol>. Sillijeet (o (he |irodue(ion of pvoperpro- 
fessional an J other recommendalnry cerliti- 
cates, but tbnt the aniouui of rem uiierB tion 
In be received by the Suigeini, should be 
filed at the diwretioii offinvernment, and 
the Commissioners I* empowerd lo Con- 
clude an ngrremciit with him accordingly, 
autlvorising him lo receive |iavineiit by 
uetlee of the tfovernor, on satisfactory 
proof beiu^ afTordeil of >,is living doly 
diteharged hit duly. By this means, the 
combination now suhsisiiuj; helwceu tbe 
Medical UrtivT mid the Bounty Agent, to 
whom lie tnoka for Ins vfinuneration, 
would be broken off. The Surgeon would 
become, at lie n tight tn lie, a virtual officer 
of fvoverninent, under an obligation, arising 
fi .ui both doty and self-interest, to use 
his best eierliotia tor the welfare of the 
Kinigraiira entrusled to bin charge, and lo 
render to the Colonial flovernoieiit a fair 
aud impartial report qf them, nr-i-ordi life (0 
■ he bet esliiriale whirh his opportunities 
of iinerroiirse and obserialion during the 
voyage have enabled loin to form. 

During the twelve mom Iu ending with 
the .llh h of June Inst, Immigration has 
been earned on to mi iLU|iri L ecdented ei- 
tent . the numbers added in ilie pnpularion 
from that source alone, having been, ns 
was before shown, JXCNi. Nevertheless 
those new arrivals, with exceptions too few 

ts afferl th uin portion, bsve tnpidly 

found eugattpineuls, at wages whirh, though 
somewhat reduced, are still sufhciently libe- 
ral to satisfy any reasonable evpectations 
which could hav e lieen entertaiued by the 
1 rnmigia n( b t II time I i d , The neci i rrrnces 
of the period now nudes cuuiideratjoii 
hsee satisfied your ('ummitter, that in 
theirprevious rejiorts they have not at all 
overstated the want of labour prevailing 
in the Colony at those periods. They can 
also trace the soundness of that policy by 
which large masses of prmnlmion were in. 
trodeced at once into the Colony. More 
than IKOO have someliuies arrived within 
a week, mid although tbe entire number 
did not fail to obtain employment, within a 
period surprisingly short, yet thesddilioii 
of so runny serviceable hands all seeking 
igTgcnienln at the same instant, could 
not fail to produce an etTivl in keeping 
down live general rate at wages. Tnat 
rfieri would not sr> eertii lily have folluwed 
if the same number uf Inn nigral! I a hail 
I.CCII bronchi iu smidl detachments, and 
at mum distant intervnls, Al the same 
lime, although wagri have been ■(> far 
reduced as iu sonic degree (u meet the 
circunislj.nces of (be employer, they have 
nut fallen la-luw Uiat level which enables 
the Labourer to provide an honest and 
comfortable subsistence for hi in self anil 
family. Neither are there symptoms of a 
Miperabuudanre ol labour ill any part of 
the territory. There are few, it any, 
instances of luclusfrujui nnd skilful persons 
wanting cmpluyment. Among narlu-ular 
classes, consisting of those alio have 
nn( learned a trade, oe arc unqualified for 
ma nun] labour, drpeoding rather upon 
pursuits of a higher order, there may be 
so.nr excess of candidates for situations. 
But it should be remarked, that if (he 
parties in question, that is, audi as me 



qualified lo sci is clerks, overseers, tntc/n, 
and the lite, have arrived here under the 
Bounty System, it can only b* through ■ 
breach or evasion of tbe regulations, which 
were framed with a design to exclude 
them, lu every state of sociely there will 
always be a certain proportion, which, from 
inCTmpeteuey, or through mere caanillty,. 
experiences dilticillly in obtaining cmtaoy. 
in, nt ; hut there ia nothing in the erufoucr- 
before your Committee to lead them lo 
susjicct that such proportion is excessive 
ivere, or (hat it has been very materially 
augmented with the recent increase (if 
tin nopul ition. I'uder these circumstan- 
ces it appears most o' viiina that there 
exists n continued necessity for the ini.ro. 
duction of immigrants; whetltcr by the 
Bounty System, nr by any other, is of 
comparatively ml nor importance, provided 
that such tiitrudnt'lion of additional hands 
he certain, sufficient, and ecoonuiical. The 
copious fund of labour which wns intro- 
duced during the past year, imullg oilier 
beneficial elfeils upon the welfare of 
the colony, 1ms hint that of enabling 
the settler's to carry on the operations 
of Iheir industry lor a certain period, 
withuut the neecsiity of having re- 
course lo any fresh supplies. Hut lhat 
period must necessarily be drawing to a 
close, and your Committee are moat 
strongly persuaded thai unless measures 
be laken for the resumption of Emigration, 
mil Inter I loin the tpriug and nr™™ of 
next year, the wnnt of labour will be felt 
as injuriously here ai ever; wages will 
rise to their former exorbitant rate, and 
the conseijiieol exhaustion of property and 
ciubs Tripsin 'lit arising from that cause, 
among ilie settlers, will lie again experi- 
enced with even aggravated severity, 

With reference to the precise extent to 
which ir is desirable thai Immigration 
should br defied, your Cuiuminee see lie 
reason lo depar( I'mui tbe opinion which 
they have on former occasions ei firessed — 
that Irnm teu lo twelve thousand indi- 
viduals may lie Introduced at the 
public expense every vesr, with- 
out ocenaioniitg any ' redundancy in 
the populadi.n. Tune Committee have 
had before. Ihem duriug a succession of 
years, continued proofs uf the (flndency 
vihich employment has, in thil Colony, 
more than lo'keep pace with the supply of 
labour. Their persuasion therefore, 
founded upon sneli cxjierience, is, rather 
that Immigration, emu to the extent here 
contemplated, augmented also, as it 
undoubtedly would be, hy numo- 
Wtts indiviihmls arriving wiihoul assistance 
from fvovermneut, would not sutlieieolly 
keep down wanes to such a rale as em- 
ployers could allurd lo pay, unless thtre 
shnuld lie «t interval! not' loo distant, a 
KtT-at increase <as in the past year,) upoa 
the ordinary nvcragc of numbers intro. 
ihued. It might not lie prudent to |nv 
doivii as a positive certainty, that such 
will he the case, but all reasonable proba- 
bility appears to countenance such an ex- 
pectation. 

Coder these circumstances, anil deem- 
ing the continuance of Immigration to be 
altogether indispensable to the improve- 
iueu! and even the mamteniiKe of the 
Colony, your Committee have naturally 
looked! wilh very great anxiety to the con- 
ditton and prosper!* of the Land Kuwl. 
The vital imp.iitanec of this question can- 
not be doubled, when it Is reeolleeted lhat 
upon Ihe productiveness of Ihc Lund 
Fund depends the onnlinunnce of Itnuii- 
migrntion, aud that the coiuimuinec of 
Immigration ia indis|H-niable to the wel- 
fare ol the Colony. Ill having tlu-ir at- 
tention dirccied to Ilie virtnul cessation 
of the "ah- of Crown Lands, it hiH lic-n 
impossible for your Committee to omil 
nil eonsideraiiiHi uf the causes lo 
which tint stoppage is attri linkable, lu 
expressiiHi of the opinion ell te rtniued liv 
ihc nmjoriiy of tlie ineni hers, a resolulinii 
litis been adopted 44 (list the raining of the 
minimum price of land nf every descrip- 
tion in thti t'lilonv alM.ve ,is, per acre is 
impolitic.

into the Colony, Ita resources must be 
multiplied and expanded hy the efforts of 
an industrious population, anil will equally 
languish in its absence. In support of 
the expediency ol resorting to a loan, to 
provide on the instant for the i-osl of Im- 
migration, yiior Committrc cannot hut 
express their persuasion, grounded on 
observation of the occurrences of the pre- 
ceding years, that the policy is exl reuiely 
questionable, ol jibsorbiog a largx 1 propor- 
tion of the surplus or diiqiosiibk. funds uf 
the community iu the purchase of Inml 
from Government, and remitting the 
whole amount in payment for labour im- 
ported.

10 carry oo ihe internal business of an 
active community, (hit the interehinge of 
all commodities for money is nearly sus- 
pended, prices are lienten down to a 
ruinous stale of depression, and it becomes 
more mid more dilficull to employ labour, 
even while the necessity for il is urgently 
and increasingly fell. ' All these iiieouve 
llicucea, your Cummiitee are of opinion, 
would be much abated, if tlie introduction 
of labour could Ik Ibr a time provided lor by 
burrowed funds; Ihus leaving Ihe eta* 
plovers of labour iu possession of their 
own resources, which thev would ripply to 
the improvement of the country; anil tneir 
alti'tidant profits, a great ptoportion of 
which would naturally be iuveslcd iu the 
pun- base of land, wnuld provide, without 
risk or dlrlicullr, for the extinction of any 
debt of rcasooahle amount which might b* 
contracted for (lie promotion of Immigra- 
tion iu Ihe season of emergency. It should 
nlso he reinc inhered, thai if ibis resom- 
uieudallnn wear Ihe anjiearaTice of a claim 
upon the resources of Knglaiid, the welfare 
of Knglaud is inrulved, in a degree not 
interior perhaps to that of thr Colony 
itself, in the lii st ex|Kitditure, a> well ai iu 
tbe tiual reault uf the application, of tlie 
funds which it Is proiioscd (o raise iu this 
ran liner. No part nl any loan which may 
be raised on the credit of the Colony, 
will be withdrawn fiom (hr United King- 
dom, hu t will be expended in I ho advance- 
MM of the three chief andlesdingilllcreitl 
of the mother country. Tlie Shipping 
interest must he promoted by the client 
of tonnage employed: ill the Emigration 
service, and hy the nursery of seamen 
afforded by the length of the voyage. The 
a"Ti< L idluns( would derive benefit liirough 
Ihe ilcnuvud created for vie! nailing so msiiY 
fiersnus during a passage of such duration ; 
while few events could he so favourable to 
tbe in n n u fact u ring intercsla uf Great Itri- 
taiu an the rapid growth here of a popula- 
tion dependent tor the supply of therr 
wauls upon the products of us industry, 
and engaged iu raising n staple article nl 
export, the profits of which would enable 
llicin lo lie ex(cnsive miisuuicri, of British 
goods. In ibis wuy sour Committee deem 

11 a uiosl obvious anil certain rxuiscquence, 
that whatever cvteut of aid may be, 
in ihe firm instance, afforded by the mother 
country to the Colony, in the inirudiictiuit 
of population upon easy terms lo the latter, 
the same will be amply and lilierally repaid 
to the parent state, as the yet uu- 
trird resourcea of thil distant de- 
pendency shall he more extensively brought 
tulo activity. On (he other branch of 
tbe question, oaiuelv, the punier of pro- 
viding by a delerreJ payment for the in- 
troduction of labour into the Colony, 
whether il he immediately or only pro- 
spectively productive, it may be ser- 
viceable to refer to a passago in the Rejiort 
of the Com mil tec un the l>e Ik n I lire hill, 
which aat during last year, aud of which 
the Colonial Secretary was Chairman: — 

ll cannot be objected that, in raising a 
loan to defray the expenses of Immigra- 
tion, t" l>e repaid at a liuiire (U'ciuil, this 
is unjustly emading a debt on posterity 
for the lienefit only of the present genera- 
tion. The effects of such an exjiendilure 
cauuot be regarded as merely ephemeral. 
Tie? best interests of the Colony are ]HV- 
manently served bv the inlroductioii nf 
what may be termed the productive clnsses 
of society, l'rurw-rty ui every kind ac- 
quires an additional value from their pre- 
sence, and tbe elements of future increase 
in the population thus introduced must 
be considered as highly conducive to the 
advancement of Colonial pros|vfrity gene- 
rally. Besides, the untlay in introducing 
the families of labourers is immediate, but

children attain a sufficient age lo work, 
they are merely consumers, and not pro- 
ducers ; and from the practice iu this 
Colony irf supplying Ilie families of la- 
bourers with rations, they become, not 
uu frequently, i serines burden on the 
empbivrrs: of their parents. On ilu-sc 
grounds, your Committee are of opinion 
that such a debt may justly be left for

You, Cornmiilee hove, in conclusion, lo 
draw the attention of the Council one* 
more to the extreuir disparity existing iu 
the prnpnri iouate uiimbrr of i.niiiigrants 
from tbrdirTercnl quarters of thr l'ui[ed 
Kiogilnm. The returns amiexeil will 
show, that between the liter .Isuunry, 
IHII, and ,'«tlh nf dune, IHI2. the num- 
ber uf immlgraiils from Ireland alone bat 
amounted to IfoSJU ; while those from ill 
other parls of the United Kingdom have 
been no more lhan rt«H.* It is the de- 
rided opinion of yuue Cummiitee, lhat 
such a distribution, while it is plpnhly 
inequitable towards the most considerable 
division of the empire at large, is likely to 
occasion future inconvenience and diaad- 
viutage to thii colony iu particular. Upon 
whatever system immigration is henceforth 
tn he condoned, it evidently ought lo be 
placed on a footing more approaching to 
equality, in furnishing openings for 
the inhabitants of ihe different counties 
of ihe Ihree kingdoms lo avail the m selves 
uf its advantages. Under the present ar- 
rangement, vraselk with Emigrant!! sail 
from a very limited unmbev of Purls ; in 
consequent* of which, while such as hare 
reaily access to those Ports enjoy an undue 
preference, Ihe greater portion Imth nf 
Ihigland and Rcolland is almost prrclinletl 
the opportunity of profiting by Ihe offer 
of n tree passage, and therefore contributes, 
in ■ eery inconsiderable degree, com- 
paratively, to increase ihc population of 
the Colony. Ti.e only remedy which 
your Committee can propose, is the same 
as was suggested by them last year; thai 
the slalion of vessels for the conveyance 
uf Emigrants to Ihia couulry phfiild'hr so 
distributed among the ports of (he tinned 
Kingdom, as to afford just facilities lo the 
inhabitants of every quarter ; and if il be 
found impracticable under the Bounty 
System to secure such distribution, they 
would consider this an serious a defect in 
lhat system as to be almost uf itself a 
sufficient reason to be urged fur its dis- 
eonti nuance.
